EARTHQUAKE IN ALASKA 
AND IN WASHINGTON STATE 


Residents of Several Driven Into 
Streets; Two Shocks Felt 
in Seattle. 
By the Associated Press. — 

SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 4. — A 
sharp. earthquake that frightened 
citizens of Seward, Alaska, was felt 
in Washington State, last night. 

Gonzaga University at Spokane 
reported the seismograph at Mount 
St. Michael Observatory recorded 
the shock between 8:04 and 8:10 p. 
m. Its epicenter was estimated at 
a distance of 2700 miles. 

Seward reported that a severe 
shock of 20 seconds’ duration at 6 
p. m. (10 p. m. St. Louis time), rat- 
tled portable objects and drove ter- 
rified residents into the streets. 

Seattle felt two distinct tremors 
at about 5:20 and shortly after 10 
p. m. Residents said their houses 
were swayed and furnitur. shaken.

a clash late yesterday. 

From both sides of the mine 
shots were fired. Two men were 
seriously wounded. The others

Lieutenant-Colonel Robert W. 
Davis of Carbondale, commanding 
the 130th Infantry who was in 
charge during the three and one- 
half month stay of the troops here 
previously, was ordered by Black 
to take charge once more. He ar- 
rived on the scene late today. 

One of the morning’s develop- 
ments was the arrest by the Sher- 
iff of Alex Jevalttas, night police 
officer of Bulpitt, adjacent to Kin- 
caid.

Accounts varied regarding the 
fight in which Vincent Rodems, 
working miner from Springfield, 
and Mrs. Emma. Comerlotto, 51 
years old, mother of three grown 
children, met death, Authorities 
said apparently Mrs. Comerlotto 
was struck by-a stray bullet as she 
stood on a porch watching the fight. 

Local authorities said Rodems 
was a member of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard and had served here 
with other guardsmen on patrol 
duty to keep order during previous 
mine disorders.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—The 
Fifty-seventh General Assembly of 
Missouri convened at noon today in 
a brief session and effected the 
permanent organization of the two 
houses agreed on last night in 
Democratic majority caucuses. 

Willis H. Meredith of Poplar 
Bluff was chosen speaker of the 


House. 
In the Senate, Michael Kinney of 


anon, majority floor leader. R. E. 
L. Marrs of Carthage was re-elect- 
ed secretary, a post he has held 
for many years. Milton Shocker of 
Richmond, was elected assistant 
secretary. 

Speaker Meredith pledged imme- 
diate appointment of committees, 
expediting of legislation in the 
House, elimination of clerical 
abuses which in the past, have re- 
sulted in scandals, and economy in 
the purchasing of supplies, also a 
cause of criticism in the past. 

He said he would insist on rigid 
adherence to the _ constitutional 
amendment adopted last November, 
which Hmits each House of the 
Legislature to not to exceed 75 em- 
ployes at any time during the ses- 
sion, There have been reports that 
the Legislature would attempt to 
evade the amendment. 

“No Excess of Employes.” 

“No excess of employes beyond 
the number authorized by the con- 
stitution will be permitted while I 
am speaker,” Meredith said. 

He said that in his appointments 
of the supplies and accounts com- 
mittees, he would exact pledges 
from the members selected that 
purchases of supplies would be lim- 
ited to actual needs of the House, 
and that all accounts would be 
closely scrutinized and checked. 
Charges have been made in past 
sessions of payment of excessive 
prices for supplies, unnecessary 
purchases, and payment of bills for 
supplies never actually delivered. 

“This session of the Legislature 
should come to a.close as nearly as 
possible at the end of 70 days,” 
Meredith said, “and this can be 
done only by thorough organiza- 
tion and co-operation. Party re- 
sponsibility is on the Democratic 
party. The Democratic leadership is 
so highly centralized that the fail 
ure of any particular official in 
high office to carry out the duties 
of his office for the best would be 
gravely to our detriment.” 

While the two houses will con- 
tinue in session, active legislative 
work will not begin for another 
week or 10 days, pending appoitt- 
ment of the standing legislative 
committees in each house and the 
inauguration of Governor-elect Guy 
B. Park and the other officials 
Monday. 

Contests over organization of the 
House and Senate were less active 
than usual, and such opposition as 
developed against the slates which 
went through soon faded away once 
the caucuses were under way. 


Action in Caucus. 


Action in last night’s Senate 
caucus was unanimous, but .in the 
House caucus Meredith won, de- 
feating Herman O. Maxey of But- 
ler. 

Backers of Maxey had charged 
that public utility members of the 
Missouri Association of Public Util- 
ities opposed Maxey because he, in 
the 1931 session, sponsored bills 
which would prevent utilities from 
selling appliances and merchandise, 
and which would force utilities to 
return their property for taxation 
at the same value as fixed by the 
Public Service Commission for rate 
making. 4 

The charges were renewed in the 
caucus last night, but failed to 
take any strength away from Mere- 
dith. A move by the Maxey forces 
to make the caucus an open session 
was decisively defeated and, the 
Meredith group again won in the 
election of Representative T. W. 
Burton of Howard County as cau- 
cus Chairman by a vote of 91 to 41 
over W. E. Whitecotton of Monroe 
County. The caucus included 132 
of the 139 Democrats of the House.

The fire started at 3:30 a. m. in 
a first-class cabin and spread with 
great rapidity until it reached elec- 
tric cables by which it was spread 
rapidly throughout the ship. 

The captain said the men kept 
strict discipline throughout. How 
the fire started was not stated. 

The L’Atlantique, valued at $13,- 
000,000, was reported to be a total 


loss. 
Several Reported Injured. 

The Maritime Prefect at Cher- 
bourg sent the mine layer Pollux 
to the scene while other boats were 
held ready to assist. 

The liner L’ Atlantique, 41,000 tons 
and about 700 feet long, was 
launched in September, 1931. It was 
the pride of the South American 
service in which it had made only 
10 trips. 

One of Fastest French Ships. 

L’Atlantique is one of the largest 
and fastest French ships, .ranking 
next to the Ile de France and de 
signed to make the Bordeaux-Bue- 
nos Aires trip in 16 days. She was 
known in shipping circles for high 
standard equipment, regularity of 
service and good behavior at sea. 

It was the second fire occurring 
on a large French liner within a 
year.

Witnesses

their resources—that the Federal 
Government must come to the res- 
cue to avert wholesale disaster. 
Situation in New York. 
Harry L. Hopkins, director of the 
Emergency Relief Administration 
of New-York, told the committee 
that 250,000 families in New York 


‘State are now receiving public re- 


lief, and that 100,000 more will need 
help before the winter ends. Fed- 
eral aid is imperative, he said, be- 
cause of the impossibility of in- 
creasing city and state taxes. 


“The unemployment relief prob- 


lem has expanded beyond the _ re- 
sources of local governments,” -1e 
continued. “Present figures indi- 
cate that approximately 10 per 
cent of the population of the Unit- 
ed States will require public relief 
in 1933. If each person is to re- 
ceive aid, that means that more 
than $1,000,000,000 will be expended 
on relief in 1933. I believe the Fed- 
eral Government should furnish 
half of it.” 

Remarking that aid must be sup- 
plied “either in the form of work 
relief or home relief,” Hopkins 
warned that “to put 3,000,000 Amer- 
ican families on welfare, will, in 
my opinion, create a very serious 
problem for the future.” 

“Remember—these are people 
who never received charity before. 
The first time a man goes to the 
welfare office, it’s pretty tough, 
but the second and third times are 
not so tough, and, if you teach sev- 
eral million people to beat a path 
to the welfare office, you'll have a 
hard time unteaching them.” 

Accordingly, he urged great pub- 
lic works, suchas the building of 
roads, parks and playgrounds, 
elimination of grade crossings and 
slum clearances, as means of cre- 
ating jobs. He asserted that “the 
possibilities of work relief have 
hardly been touched.” 

Hopkins criticised that section of 
the law which requires a Governor 
to certify that the resources of his 


State are exhausted before it can/| 


obtain a relief loan from the Re- 

construction Finance Corporation. 
“No Governor should be com- 

pelled to sign such a certificate,” 


Chicago Unemployment. 

Some appalling statistics on un- 
employment in Chicago and Illinois 
were givén by Samuel A. Gold- 
smith, director of the Jewish chari- 
ties in Chicago. He said that 800,- 
000 workers are idle in Chicago— 
approximately half of the employ- 
able population—and that 1,400,000 
are unemployed in Illinois, or about 
two-fifths of the employable popu- 
lation. 

Even more striking were his fig- 
ures on wages. In Chicago, he said, 


for every dollar paid in wages to 


industrial workers in 1929, 28 cents 
was paid in 1932. The figure for 
Illinois was 37 cents. He told the 
committee that 230,000 families in 
Cook County are receiving public 
relief now, as against 97,000 in 
1931. 

Illustrating the straits to which 
victims and local relief agencies 
have been reduced, he read some of 
the instructions issued to relief 
workers. Among those was the 
statement that “issues of clothing 
must be based solely on actual, 
physical suffering—not on the 
ground of pride of self respect.” 

Chicago and Mining Area. 

Emphasing the inability of local 
taxing agencies to meet relief re- 
quirements, Goldsmith disclosed 
that Chicago {s four months behind 
in the wages of city employes, ow- 
ing them $16,000,000; that the Board 
of Education is five months behind 
in teachers’ salaries and seven 
months behind in wages of other 
employes, owing them a total of 
$22,000,000, and that Cook County is 
five and one-half months in ar- 
rears on the wages of county em- 
ployes, and owes them $5,000,000. 

“We're in for a long stretch of 
this business,” he said. “Relief 
should be planned on a long range 
basis. I realize that relief won't 
end the depression, but it happens 
that the relief measures which 
have been enacted are the only 
constructive steps that have been

Series of Recent Outbreaks.

The Kincaid uprising was one of 
a series of violent outbreaks in 
Christian County since National 
Guardsmen were withdrawn a few 
weeks ago.

“Ah, how grateful were our asso- 
ciates in the war when we came to 
the rescue, with our men and our 
money. How well I recall the bit- 
ter, anguished cry that came to ye 
—“Our backs are to the wall.” I 
recall how in the first days of that 
war we watched our men go 
abroad. I remember when the first 
engagement occurred and our 
blood had been spilt upon the soil 
of France. I can recall the days 
when we were entreating our peo- 


ple to give, and give until it hurt.} 


All those days are forgotten now 
by the ‘American Foreign Legion.’ 

“There was no question then of 
modification, revision, conference, 
commission or cancelation. There 
was no protest, no voice was heard 
in demurring. They walked up to 
the counter, all of them, glad and 
happy. And they signed their ob- 
ligations for the face of the 
amounts that were due, with 5 per 
cent interest written into those ob- 
ligations. 


“And then the armistice came; 
and then again came the anguished 
cry from Europe of the destruction 
and destitution that were con- 
fronting them, and the aid that 
they desired in order that they 
might be rehabilitated and restored 
to something approaching the con- 
dition of pre-war days, and the 
United States gave to these n&tiens, 
by loans after the armistice, some- 
thing over $3,000,000,000. Three 
billions after the armistice, after 
the armistice. Do not forget that, 
because most of these nations that 
made refunding agreements with 
us have not agreed even to pay a 
part of that. which we gave them 
for rehabilitation after the armis- 
tice. So long as we continued to 
lend, just so long were we consid- 
ered a nation of idealism, a nation 
to which all of them looked with 
that peculiar respect and affec- 
tion that we always pay to our 
creditors.” 

Wilson’s Letter to Lloyd George. 

Johnson then quoted at length 
from a letter addressed by Presi- 
dent Wilson to Prime Minister 
Lioyd George in 1920, ix which 
Wilson emphatically stated that 
Congress and the American people 
never would consent to cancelation 
and never would agree that pay- 
ment of the debts was contingent 
on the collection of reparations. 


“There is no misunderstanding 
that language, and there was none 
at the time that it was penned,” 
said Johnson. “It was understood 
thoroughly then. It has been un- 
derstood ever since, under ‘three 
administrations in this land. There 
never was a question, until 1931, 
that the position taken by Presi- 
dent Wilson was the official posi- 
tion of the United States of Amer- 
ica. If that position has been al- 
tered—which I deny—it was al- 
tered without authority of law or 
without right in any statute of this 
land.” He was alluding to Presi- 
dent Hoover’s maratorium. 

Carving and Taking. 

“In the meantime, however, the 
treaty of Versailles had been rati- 
fied, and the great Central Empires 
had been dismembered. Our coun- 
try neither asked reward, nor spoil, 
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nor booty. Not so with other na- 
tions. There they sat, carving this 
and carving that; taking this and 
taking that, until they had taken 
practically everything of value that 
could be taken of the Central Pow- 
ers save their mere miserable na- 
tional existence. 

“When they had concluded tak- 
ing everything- they could—now 
peoples to the number of millions, 
and square miles of territory of 
équal numbers of millions, we had 
taken nothing, neither money, re- 
ward, spoil, nor booty, and I can- 
not resist a bit of indignation with 
these ‘intellectuals, with these 
members of the “American For- 
eign Legion,” who talk of ‘a com- 
mon enterprise, and who demand 
that we pay the whole price of it, 
and they retain all the spoil and 
all the booty of war. 

“Britain took more than a mii- 
lion square miles of territory un- 
der the treaty of Versailles. Britain 
took hundreds upon hundreds of 
thousands of human beings. 
France took hundreds of thousands 
of square miles of territory of the 
vanquished nations, and Alsace 
and Lorraine. 


Italy took what she desired, and 
all along the line territory and peo- 
ples were seized by our associates 
in war, and some Americans have 
the sublimated cheek to talk to us 
about a ‘common enterprise,’ and 
look upon all of us who do not ap- 
prove such a stand as demagogues. 

“What a strange epithet that has 
become so common in this land. 
If any man dares to stand here 
preaching a doctrine which he 
thinks is for the benefit of his 
Own people, by that very token he 
is a demagogue and the only real 
statesmen are those complacent 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
international bankers. I wish that 
America would raise a little crop 
of demagogues such as these peo- 
ple-denounce. We need them in 
this country now. 


English and French Debts. 


“In the case of England, En- 
gland’s post-armistic advance, with 
interest, amounted to $660,000,000, 
and the present value of the entire 
debt settlement is $3,200,000,000. It 
must be remembered that England 
borrowed a large proportion of its 
debt to us for purely commercial 
as distinguished from War  pur- 
poses, te meet its commercial obli- 
gations maturing in America, to 
furnish India with silver, to buy 
food to be resold to its civilian 
population, and to maintain ex- 
change. Our loans to England 
were not so much to provide war 
settlements as to furnish sterling 
for hqme and foreign needs and. to 
save England from borrowing from 
its own people. 

“France’s after-the-war debt with 
interest is $1,655,000,000. The set- 
tlement negotiated with the Amer- 
ican Debt Funding Commission has 
a present value of $1,680,000,000. 
Belgium’s post-armistice borrow- 
ings with interest were $258,000,- 
000, and the present value of the 
settlement is $192,000,000. With 
Italy the situation is similar. Its 
post-armistice indebtedness with 
interest is $809,000,000. And the 
present value of the debt settlement 
is $426,000,000. It is the same with 
regard to Servia. In view of these 
facts, how can anyone believe 
America has been unfair to its 
allies? 

“If these foreign debts are can- 
celed, the United States is not re- 
leased from its obligations to pay 
the very bonds which were sold to 
her citizens to make advances to 
foreign governments. We must 
collect through taxation from our 
people if our debtors fail to pay us. 
These were loans from individual 
American citizens, not contributions 
from the Treasury of the United 


| States. 


Loss Would Fall on U. S. Alone. 

Both Johnson and Senator Ship- 
stead, who spoke afterward, em- 
phasized that none of the debtor 
nations is suffering from such a 
Treasury deficit as exists in this 
country. In addition, they pointed 
out that, while the burden of pay- 
ing the debts is divided among the 
debtors, the loss resulting from 
non-payment falls on the United 
States alone. 

Johnson inquired . sarcastically 


whether any of the “internation- 
alists” had suggested that Great 
Britain or France restore the ter- 
ritory which they took from Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary by the 
treaty of Versailles, and added: 
“Not a bit of it. All the sacrificing 
is to be done by the American tax- 
payer.” 

He also recalled that during the 
war the United States purchased 
millions of dollars worth of supplies 
and services from Great Britain 
and France, for which this country 
paid cash. He asked if anyone 
had suggested that this money be 
refunded to the United States, as is 
being urged in the case of the 
money which the Allies spent for 
supplies ‘2 this country. Then he 


went on: 
Debts Recapitulation. 

“So we can recapitulate the his- 
tory of the detts by making the 
following points: 

“1. The Allies were substantially 
at the end of their financial re- 
sources when the United States 
came into the war, and it was ab- 
solutely essential that financial re- 
lief be immediately forthcoming. 

“2 Loans were agreed to be 
made by the United States upon 
the terms and conditions under 
which the money might be ob 
tained from the American people. 

“3. From the American people 
themselves the money was obtained 
by the sale of bonds and sums 
greater than ever before had been 
obtained from any people, and 
these staggering sums were ob- 
tained upon the express declara- 
tion by the Government that they 
were to be repaid with interest 
which would cover the rate fixed 
in the bonds, together with inci- 
dental expenses. 

“4 The money obtained from the 
sale of the bonds to the American 
people was loaned at once to our 
associates in the war and our as 
sociates gratefully executed their 
promissory note for the sums, to- 
gether with 5 per cent interest per 
annum. 

“5. Not only were the loans made 
in far greater amounts during the 
war than the world had ever 
known, but, at the earnest prayer 
of the nations of Europe, sums ag- 
gregating more than three billion 
dollars were thereafter loaned to 
them for relief and rehabilitation 
upon the same terms and condi- 
tions as the pre-armistice loans. 

“6. When the money was received 
by European nations from the Uni- 
ted States there was complete and 
full acquiescence in the terms and 
conditions of the loans, and neither 
objection nor protest voiced. 

What American People Pay. 

“7, Refunding operations of the 
vast debts were undertaken and 
consummated. The settlements 
thus made have compelled payment 
by the people of the United States 
in excess—and this is the accurate 
computation—in excess of the pay- 
ments made by the debtors up to 
July 1, 1932, of more than two bil- 
lion dollars; and this sum will be 
ever increasing until full liquida- 
tion. 

“8. The settlements extend over 
a period of 62 years, and by mathe- 
matical computation the payment 
during that period annually by 
Great Britain of 3.7 per cent per 
annum, by France of 2.17 per cent 
per annum, and by Italy of 1.3 per

“9. As declared in the letters is- 
sued by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for the-Government, the money 
was borrowed in reality from the 
American people, and the American 
people must in taxes pay every 
dollar which has been remitted in 
the settlements. : 

“10. A_ definite governmental 
policy through three administra- 
tions has prevailed and has been

Congress’ Policy Declaration. 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the Democratic leader, suggested 
that perhaps this was because the 
moratorium originally was suggest- 
ed by President Hoover. Johnson 
agreed that this was true, but add- 
ed that European Governments 
knew perfectly well that Congress, 
not the President, had the deciding 
voice concerning the debts, and 
that they knew Congress had ex- 
pressly declared against cancella- 
tion. Reading the language of the 
resolution adopted by Congress, 
Johnson continued: . 


“Here was notice and warning to 
all the world. There was the poli- 
cy of our Government, declared by 
the only body that had the right 
or the power to declare a policy. I 
do not care whether these news- 
papers that represent foreign  in- 
terests state that there were con- 
versations between Premier Laval 
and the President of the United 
States or not. I do not care what 
‘was said between them. Here, 
thank God, rests the power to deal 
with subjects of this sort; and here 
Congress made the solemn declara- 
tion of the policy of the United 
States.” 


Senator Reed Interposes. 

Senator Reed (Rep.), Pennsylva- 
nia, interposed to declare that the 
suggestion of the moratorium came 
from President von Hindenburg of 
Germany, but Robinson retorted 
that “so far as the record dis- 
closes” it was “a suggestion from 
the debtor nations expressed 
through the President of the Unit- 
ed States.” He added that when 
President Hoover made the pro- 
posal “some of the debtors were 
prepared and entirely willing to 
pay. . 

“The prestidigitators who pull the 
rabvits from the plug hats assure 
us that prosperity will return if 
we forgive the debts,” Johnson re- 
sumed. “But they never teH us 
how or why. If it is a fact that 
cancelling the European debts will 
enable Europe to buy more of our 
goods, it is equally a fact that add- 
ing the burden to the people of this 
country will lessen their ability to 
buy our goods. ‘ 

“Governmental debts have not 
the effect which these gentlemen 
assert. They are paid by taxation. 
Thus, it is asserted that higher 
taxes will make us more prosper- 
ous, and enable us to sell more 
goods. I have little confidence in 
that argument. 

“I have less confidence in _ it, 
when I observe that the payments 
which these nations are required 
to make to us represent but an 
insignificant.percentage of their 
annual budgets. When we 
pare the debt installments to their

expenditures for military purpo 
we see that they are of little oop, 
sequence, From ahy point of ma 
thematics, it is impossible to gay 
that prosperity will be regained by 
saddling our people with Europe, 
debts.” . 

Reed declared himself in heany 
agreement with most of Johnson, 
sentiments, but argued that “we 
must draw a sharp distinction bg.

the others which defaulted.”

The fortunate circumstances that 
were probably responsible for their 
being saved included the proximity 
of another climbing party and the 
arrival, shortly after their fall, of 
four members of the Harvard 
Mountaineering Club. 

The rescuers carried the two on 
the improvised stretchers’ three 
miles from the bushes in which 
they fell to Pinkham Notch Camp 
of the Appalachian Mountain Club.

HOW ATTORNEYS 
FIGURED I GRAND 
BANK BOND DEAL 


Testimony et Suit Over 


Reward Shows Second 
Lawyer Was to Have Re- 
ceived $15,600. 


Plans for paying two lawyers’ 
fees of $15,000 each, ip recovering 
the $822,000 bonds taken by robbers 
from the safe deposit boxes of the 
Grand National Bank May 25, 1930, 
were discussed in today’s testimony: 
in the suit of the Fidelity and De- 
posit Co. of Maryland against the 
bank for $77,944. Federal Judge 
Davis is hearing the suit without a 


jury. 

Only one $15,000 fee was paid to a 
lawyer, the recipient being Joseph 
L. Lemon, since deceased. This 
$15,000, according to testimony in 
the suit, came out of the $140,000 
reward paid by the bank for recov- 
ery of the bonds. The remaining 
$125,000 went to the robbers. 

The other $15,000 fee was not 
paid, and the name of the lawyer 
who was to receive it was not stat- 
ed. A letter written by Charles 
G. Revelle, counsel for the bank, 
and a former Judge of the State 
Supreme Court, was cited as to the 
plan for paying the other fee. Re- 
velle wrote Sept. 16, 1931, to Rhodes 
E. Cave, counsel for the bonding 
company, as to his understanding 
of the agre2ment reached by Ed 
Mays, president of the bank, and 
Emmett M. Myers, resident vice- 
president of the bonding company. 

Second Fee Not Paid. 

“Mr. Myers reported,” Judge Re- 
velle wrote, “that there were two 
attorneys to each of whom it would 
be necessary for him to pay $15,- 
000. The $15,000 for one of them 
would be paid out of the $140,000 
reward; but he and his company 
would’ have to pay $15,000 to the 
other attorney.” In view of this, 
Revelle said, Myers felt that his 
company should not pay any part 
of the reward. It was later learned, 
Revelle said, that the bonding com- 
pany did not have to pay the $15, 
000 fee. 

Revelle, testifying today, said the 
fetter was based on a misapprehen- 
sion of some of the facts, and did 
not represent the bank’s present 
position in the presenf suit. 

Regarding this matter, Mays tes- 
tified today, ‘““Myers told me he was 
going to pay an attorney’s fee of 
$15,000, but he didn’t pay it. I know 
that.” He denied that there was 
any agreement to release the bond- 
ing company from further liability 
if it had paid the $15,000 fee. 

The bonding company is suing 
to recover $77,944 of the $125,000 
which it paid to the bank after the 
robbery. The bank, holding that 
the bonding company should pay 
$20,000 of the reward, and charging 
liability of the company on two 
other items, has refused to repay 
more than $14,370. 

Difference Over Reward. 

Mays and Myers testified yester- 
day in support of their opposing 
contentions, Mays’ testimony con- 
tinuing into todays’ session. Mays 
and two directors of the bank said 
Myers agreed that the bonding 
company should bear a share of 
the reward; Myers said it was un- 
derstood and agreed that the bank 
should pay the entire reward. 

Myers said Edward W. Foristel,; 
lawyer, told him that Lemon could 
aid in recovering the bonds. He 
told of talking with Foristel after 
their first conversation, which was 
by telephone. Myers said he met 
Lemon four or five times during the 
negotiations. 

“The men who had the bonds at 
first wanted $200,000 for their re— 
turn,” Myers said. “I discussed the 
matter with Mays, who said the 
amount asked was too high, and 
after some discussion, $140,000 was 
agreed on.” Myers said he had 
several conferences with Mays, 
sometimes in the presence of di- 
rectors of the bank, but: he denied 
having committed the bonding 
company to any part in the pay- 
ment of the reward. ‘ 

Mays, in his testimony, told of 
the work done bv bank officers 
and the police in the endeavor to 
recover the stolen bonds. 


“We heard all sorts of rumors,” | 


he said, tand I interviewed all 
sorts of people in trying to get in- 
formation. I even talked to priests. 
We had various tips and telephone 
calls.” 

Besideé. the controversy as to the 
reward, two other items of differ- 
ence enter into the suit. The bank 
charges and the Fidelity & Deposit 
Co. denies, that the bonding com- 
pany is responsible for the loss .of 
stocks and bonds held ‘as collat- 
eral, lost in the robbery and not 
replaced, this item being placed at 
$39,973; ahd for a loss of $3600 cur- 
rency from a bank employe’s cage 
two days after the robbery.

YOUTH CONFESSES

EX-BANKER SENTENCED

‘Raymond Renshaw, Who 
Raised Certificates, Gets 1 to 
14 Years at Detroit.

DETROIT, Jan, 4-—Raymond 
Renshaw, former New York bank 
executive, was sentenced yesterday 
to serve a term of from one to 14 
years in the Detroit House of Cor- 
rection.

WASHINGTON, 
Democrats will proceed with their 
plans to block President Hoover’s 
Government regrouping program 
despite the vigorous protests of the 
Chief Executive. | 

The House Expenditures Commit- 
tee meets tomorrow. and Chairman 
Cochran (Dem.), St. Louis, will 
seek to have reported out a reso- 
lution he has drawn to kill Mr. 
Hoover’s *proposals for regrouping 
58 separate agencies into nine di- 


visions. 

Later the Democratic leadership 
will move to give President-elec€ 
Roosevelt much greater powers to 
reorganize the Federal Government 
in the interests of economy. Mr. 
Roosevelt has said he would accept 
guch a responsibility. - 

Returning from a Southern fish- 
ing trip yesterday, President Hoo- 
ver called in newspaper men and 
told them that, if any reorganiza- 
tion is to be more than “make ‘be- 
lieve,” Congress either must “keep 
its hands off now” or it must give 
the incoming Chief Executive vir- 
tually a free rein. Mr. Hoover 
termed the opposition to his plan 
a “backward step.” 

Opposition to Hoover Plan. 

Soon after the President sent his 
recommendations to Congress Dec. 
9 in a special message, opposition 
from Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike gave notice that Con- 
gress probably would never ap- 
prove them. 

Cochran said yesterday it would 
be “unjust and most unfair” to Mr. 
Roosevelt to make so many changes 
only a few weeks before he takes 
office March 4.. Democratic leaders 
have seized upon reorganization as 
part of their plan to economize and 
balance the budget. | 

“T agree with the President,” 
Cochran said, “that every reorgan- 
ization scheme will have its op- 
ponents as soon as it is advocated, 
and much as I dislike to delegate 
to the Chief Executive the power 
to completely reorganize, consoli- 
date and eliminate Government 
agencies, I am willing to vest that 
authority in the incoming Presi- 
dent requiring action by both the 
House and Senate to. nullify.” 

Cochran said he felt President 
Hoover “will be compelled to admit 
that the information he advanced 
in his executive orders was little 
more than the names of the numer- 
ous activities he proposed _ to 
change.” He added: “There were 
not stated reasons why it is be- 
lieved the activities will function 
better or more economically in the 
place proposed than now located.” 

Some Proposed Changes. 

President Hoover maintained 
that “any real reorganization sen- 
sibly carried out will sooner or 
later embrace the very orders I 
have issued.” 

The President’s regrouping or- 
ders were issued on Dec. 9, to take 
effect 60 days later if not in the 
meantime disapproved by Congress. 
Outstanding changes were the 
creation of a public works division, 
handling all Federal construction 
activities; a health and education 
division embracing the public health 
service, office of education and 
other agencies, both of these to be 
in in the Department of the Interior;

McPherson’s revival meetings. He 
also listened to the spirituals. And 
he drew the character of “The 
Lawd” in the play from the Rev. 
Mr. Pherson. 

Never Played the Part. 
But the Rev. Mr. McPherson has 
never seen the play. He has been 
so busy with his evangelistic and 
healing work that he has never had 
the opportunity. At one time, how- 
ever, he agreed to play the part 
of “The Lawd” in the London com- 
pany. But London would have none 
of “blasphemous” play and the 
plans fell through. 
But the old Negro preacher is 
proud of the part he played in 
bringing the play into being.

The pastor ar- 
rived on Saturday nighf, prayed 
with the sick man, and today, says 
the patient is well on his way to 
recovery. The disease the pastor 
diagnosed as “complications.” 

The preacher is 64 years old and 
lives in New Orleans with his wife 
and seven children. “The oldest 
was born on July 2, 1898, when I 
was charging up San Juan Hill 
and the youngest is a baby of 18 
months,” he says. “But that’s just 
verifying the scriptures where it 
says, ‘Renew your youth.” 

As long as the Rev. Mr. McPher- 
son’s patient is sick he will re- 
main in St. Louis and preach. His 
Sermons are always extempora- 
neous. Here are some of his favor- 
ite topics: “The World is in a Hell- 
uva Fix,” “Chickens Will Come 
Home to Roost,” and “Dry Bones 
in the Valley.” 

“But when I’m divinely im- 
pressed,” he says, “I can’t tell what 
I'll: say.”

152 Deaths as Against 170 in 
1931, Safety Council 
Reports. 


Motor vehicles caused 152 deaths 


in St. Louis last year, as compared 
with 170 fatalities in 1931, the’ St. 
Louis Safety Council reports. With 
the exception of 1927, when there 
were 147 fatalities, the figure was 
the lowest in 10 years. 

Of the total killed last year 103 
were pedestrians. There were 126 
pedestrians killed in 1931. Chil- 
dren killed in 1932 numbered 25, 
four less than during the previous 
year. ” 

Eighty-three fatal accidents oc-

curred at street crossings and 57 
between intersections. Three per- 
sons were killed in safety zones, 
the same number as in 1931. Oth- 
er scenes of fatalities were; Parks,

embankments, 1. 

Collisions of motor vehicles ac- 
counted for 39 deaths, nine more 
than during the preceding year. 
Collisions of motor vehicles with 
fixed objects, such as concrete safe- 
ty zone markers and light stand- 
ards,. resulted in seven deaths, as 
compared with one in 1931. But 
one death occurred last year as a 
result of falls from automobiles.

REFEREE OPPOSE 
STEINBERG OFFER 


Reports to Court Brokers’ 
Settlement Proposal Does Not 
Give Acceptable Terms. 


The settlement offer of the 
closed brokerage firm of Mark C. 
Steinberg & Co. does not propose 
such terms as the Court has. the 
power and jurisdiction to confirm, 
in the opinion of Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Coles, who made a report to 
Federal Judge Faris today on the 


objections of 27 creditors. 

Coles said, however, that general 
creditors might not realize more 
through bankruptcy than the 20 
pe rcent in cash offered by the firm 
plus 80 per cent in promissory 
notes contingent on future earnings 
of the partners. 

Prefacing his statement with the 
remark that any estimate of the 
realizable value of assets was no, 
more than a “rational guess,” he 
said that creditors might realize 
about 30 per>cent through admin- 
istration in bankruptcy. This divi- 
dend, he added, however, was un- 
certain and might prove disap- 
pointing. 

Basing his “guess” on figures 
furnished by an auditor for the re- 
ceivers, he estimated that total as- 
sets available for general creditors 
with claims aggregating about 
$826,000, amounted to $311,191. This 
estimate included the New York 
Stock Exchange seat, which had 
been in controversy and which the 
referee thought was a firm asset. 
The seat was sold recently for 
$111,000. 

In stating that the Court, in his 
opinion, had no jurisdiction to con- 
firm the offer, Coles said that the 
partners were seeking to make a 
settlement on their own terms rath- 
er than on terms provided by law. 
One clause of their offer, he said, 
was an unwarranted restriction of 
the rights of creditors to reclaim 
securities. 

The Referee said he did not 
think it was within his province 
to consider a suggestion of attor- 
neys fo rthe firm that any possible 
technical defects in the offer might 
be remedied by appropriate provi- 
sions in the Federal Court’s order 
confirming the settlement. His re- 
port was confined to the evidence 
as presented at hearings and did 
not attempt to recommend defi- 
nitely either an acceptance or a 
rejection of the offer, a decision 
which will lie with Federal Judge 
| Faris.

|U-Boat Skipper’s Story 


Of Sinking 


With Loss of 204 U. S. Lives 


of Tuscania 


Captain. Invitéd to Meeting of Survivors Says 
Luck and Not Spies Led 
to Attack. 


15-year-old mystery of the 

World War was. cleared up 

today when Capt. Wilhelm 
Meyer, retired commander of the 
German Submarine U-77, disclosed 
that his sinking of the British 
Transport Tuscania on Feb. 5, 1918, 
with @ loss of 204 American lives, 
was “sheer good luck”, At the time 
of the disaster, the sinking was put 
down to the work of German spies 
in the United States, who were ac- 
cused of divulging the Tuscania’s 
departure and its position on the 
seas. Capt. Meyer, who has been 
invited to attend a meeting of the 
Tuscania’s survivors in Chicago on 
Feb. 5, disclosed in the following 
article written for International 
News Service that he stumbled 
across the transport after weeks of 
fruitless searching for prey in 
Irish waters. ) 


By CAPT. WILHELM MEYER. 
(Copyright, 1933.) 

BERLIN, Jan. 4.—Survivors of 
the Tuscania were kind enough to 
invite me to their meeting on Feb. 
5, commemorating the sinking of 
the vessel by my submarine, the 
U-T7. 

The invitation stresses the fact 
that there are no thoughts of bit- 
terness or revenge lingering in the 
hearts of the survivors of that 
catastrophe. They recognize that I 
and members of the crew of the 
U-77 merely did our duty, as duty 
was understood at that time. 

The U-77 was ranked as a Class 
B submarine. Of 500 tons’ displace- 


1917. It had five torpedo tubes end 
carried a crew of 34 men. 

My submarine saw 32 months of 
service without receiving a scratch. 
It was a tragedy that the craft had 
to be handed over to the British 
as a result of the armistice terms. 

Calis Sinking Pure Luck. 

The sinking of the Tuscania was 
laconically mentioned in German 
admiralty reports, which were nec- 
essarily brief. In view of the 
friendly invitation I believe that a 
friendly resume of the details of 
the sinking would be interesting. 
The sinking was pure luck from 
our point of view at the time. 

We had been cruising off the 
northern Irish coast for several 
weeks, without once having to dive 
to save ourselves from attacks by 
British cruisers, which were sup- 
posed to be as thick as fish in that 
region. 

Having given up hope of sighting 
prey in that area, I decided to head 
for the entrance to the north chan- 
nel, intending to enter the Irish 
Sea from the north. 

At 5:50 p. m. on Feb. 5, 1918, 1 
decided to scan the horizon for 
one last look at the Atlantic. 

With surprise and trembling I 
spotted an enormous cloud of black 
smoke on the western horizon,

heading directly toward us. 
I immediately ordered the U-77 
swung around and headed directly 


advancing southeasterly toward the 
channel, evidently having taken the 
extreme north route across the At- 
lantic. 

Soon I was able to detect a huge 
seagoing fleet, headed -by a medium 
sized vessel, followed by a larger 
white vessel with two smokestacks, 
a large cruiser with four smoke- 
stacks and from six to eight small- 
er vessels. The whole group was 
flanked with what looked to us| 
like myriads of destroyers. 


The Decision to Attack. 


I cruised above water back and 
forth and in front of the advancing 
transports, trying to ascertain the 
chances of attack. 

At 7 p. m. I-resolved to attack. 
I steered northeast. Dusk ‘made 
visibility poor. There was constant 
danger we might underestimate the 
speed of the transports and be run 
down in their path. 

I had decided to attack withour 
submerging. Suddenly, however, 
the destroyers pulled up all along 
the line, so that the leading de- 
stroyer was abreast of the leading 
transport. I thought we had been 
detected. We might easily have 
been seen because we were directly 
ahead of an advancing triple line 
consisting of a destroyer, a trans- 
port and another destroyer. 

When there was no further sign 
cided to submerge. The U-77 went 
under at 7:25 p. m. 

By this time darkness had fallen, 
and sighting through the periscope 
the U-77 was almost impossible. 

I had taken a good look at the 
largest transport before submerg- 
ing because once we were beneath 
the water, I could not find it 
through the periscope. 

My hands trembled as I moved 
the sighting apparatus, because I 
knew that if I stayed much longer 
where we were, the submarine 
would be rammed and sunk. 

Suddenly a shddow crept across 
the sighting mirror. Then atop 
this shadow appeared the outlines 
of a smokestack. I recognized this 
shadow as the largest transport. 

I immediately. ordered two tor- 
pedoes fired. It was then 7:40 
Pp. m. 

The crew and I listened in sus- 
pense for many minutes. Then a 
terrific detonation told us that we 
had hit the target. 

Judging from the time the tor- 
pedoes were under way before they 
struck, we were 4000 feet away 
from our prey. We waited breath- 
lessly for the shock of depth bombs 
which destroyers customarily 
dropped against submarines after 
their presence was noted, but we 
felt nothing. Probably it was be- 
cause we were too far away. 

At 7:57 p. m. we returned to the 
surface. We saw the stricken Tus- 
cania listing heavily to starboard.

law increased miscellaneous inter- 
nal revenue $117,000,000, income 
taxes dropped $272,000,000. 

In the six months miscellaneous 
internal taxes yielded $387,360,027, 
compared with $270,571,381 in the 
first half of the previous fiscal 
year.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Repre-| 


sentative David J. Lewis (Dem.), 
Maryland, a former member of the 
Federal Tariff Commission, is seek- 
ing support from his Democratic 
colleagues for a plan to repeal the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff act and to re- 
turn to the industrial rates of the 
Underwood act of 1913 on com- 
modities from countries consenting 


to reciprocate with prewar rates or 
better. 

This is the first definite tariff 
reform plan advanced to carry out 
the Democratic campaign pledges. 
Lewis will not introduce his pro- 
posal this session, but hopes for 
action at the extra session after 
March 4. 

“My proposal,” said Lewis today, 
“is an invitation to return to tariff 
and trade normalcy. The price 
levels today are closer to the price 
levels of 1913 anl 1914 than they 
are to the levels of 1929 and 1930 
when the Smoot-Hawley bill was 
passed. It is an offer of reciprocal 
trade agreement, made to all coun- 
tries of the world, who are free to 
accept or refuse it. .We say to oth- 
er nations: ‘We are on stilts, and 
you are on stilts. We'll get down 
off our stilts if you'll get down off 
yours. The key that opens your 
ports will open: ours.’ ” 

Farm Products May Be Excepted. 

For political reasons, Lewis said, 
an exception may have to be made 
regarding agricultural rates, in or- 
der to carry out President-elect 
Roosevelt's promise not to reduce 
the tariff on farm products. 

In addition to the reciprocal pro- 
visions, the Lewis plan calls for 
‘free entry of commodicies not pro- 
duced in the United States in com- 
mercial quantities, and allows a 
prompt adjustment by the Tariff

opinion, the street cars would 
soon be useless. 

Then followed, at yesterday’s 
third meeting of the subcommit- 
tee, the collapse of the negotia- 
tions. 

The Joint ‘Transportation Com- 
mittee is composed of Aldermen 
Wiehe, William J. Studt and Louis 
Fischer, and the three members of 
the Board of Estimate—Mayor Mil- 
ler, Comptroller Nolte and Presi- 
dent Neun of the Board of Alder- 
men. Arthur C. Meyers is secre- 
tary, of the Transportation Commit- 
tee. 

On the subcommittee, Wiehe, 
Studt and Meyers represented the 
city and Ciarke, Smith and Hugo 
Wurdack, investment dealer, repre- 
sented the Secyrity Holders’ Com- 
mittee of the Public Service Co. 

In the mention of “political un- 
rest” in the security holders’ state- 
ment was seen some reference to 
the approaching city campaign for 
the election of Mayor and half the 
membership of the Board of Alder- 
men.

Alderman Wimer Again Advocates

plan.” 

He looked on the withdrawal of 
the security holders’ representatives 
from conferences with the city as a 
“move of expediency,” and predict- 
ed that after the city election there 
would be another move “to put 
over some scheme of sale of this 
street car system.” 

“It is simply a plain case,” he 
said, “of attempting to unload a 
crippled, losing street car system 
on the city at a cost and loss of 
millions of dollars to the taxpay- 
ers. I feel certain we have not 
heard the end of this yet, and it 
behooves the citizenry of St. Louis 
to be alert, for to my mind this 
will be the outstanding issue in the 
mayoralty campaign, as the weight 
of public opinion will force all can- 
didates to take a stand on this 
question. 

“I am satisfied the people are 
so aroused on this issue that they 
will register their vote against the 
purchase of this street car system 
even to the extent of crossing party 
lines in their selection of a Mayor.” 

Wimer recalled the unsuccessful 
efforts of the Public Service Co. 
to obtain a “service at cost” fran- 
chise, and later a “terminable per- 
mit;” related that he had voted 
against the plan whereby the city 
accepted $1,600,000 of the compa- 
ny’s preferred stock in settlement 
of tax claims of -about $2,400,000 
against the old United Railways, 
and recalled that within the last 
few days the Public Service Co.

JAPANURGES TRUCE

MARSHAL CHANG

TOKIO, Jan. 4.—The Government 


instructea Japanese military and 
diplomatic authorities in Manchu- 
ria and Nvrth China today to avoid 
aggravation of the Shanhaikwan 
situation resulting from occupation 
of that Chinese city inside the great 
wall by Japanese troops. 

They were instructed to seek a 
peaceful “localized” settlement. The 
Japanese legation at Peiping was 


ordered to negotiate for this pur- 
pose with Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
liang, the Chinese commander in 
Narth China. 

(A Peiping dispatch today said 
Marshal Chang requested the Japa- 
nese to send communications con- 
cerning the Shanhaikwan, incident 
to the Chinese National Govern- 
ment at Nanking. It was thought 
at Peiping that this eliminated any 
chance far a local settlement.) 

Plan for Mutual Evacuation. 

The vernacular newspapers re- 
ported that Gen. Suzuki, in com- 
mand at Shanhaikwan, had already 
proposed terms for a truce to Gen. 
Ho Chu-kuo, commander of the 
Chinese garrison which was driven 
from the city. These terms, it was 
said, included a plan for mutual 
evacuation of the Shanhaikwan 
area, which would become a neu- 
tral zone. 

The Japanese delegation at the 
League of Nations in Geneva was 
notified of the Government’s de- 
cision to “localize” the Shanhaik- 
wan conflict and was instructed to 
inform the League of this decision. 

As evidence that Japan,.at pres- 
ent, was not planning a major 
campaign, military leaders pointed 
out that the famotts second division, 
active during the last year in Man- 
churia, was being returned home 
despite the outbreak at Shanhaik- 
wan. A majority of the division 
was reported returning on ships 
arriving yesterday and today. 

With the cruiser Hirato and two 
destroyers already off Shanhaik- 
wan, the navy today ordered the 
cruiser Tokiwa to proceed immedi- 
ately to Chinwangtao, the seaport 
a few miles southwest of Shanhaik- 
wan. One officer and 20 enlisted 
men of the United States Army are 
stationed at Chinwangtao and Jap- 
anese were uncertain what course 
to take tnere. Reports, however, 
said a clash already had occurred 
in that region. 

A concentration of Chinese troop 
trains was reported at Tientsin, the 
port of Peiping and about 200 miles 
southwest of Chinwangtao. These 
trains were expected to carry rein- 
forcements to the battle area. 


Chinese Said to Be Preparing for 
Another Battie. 
By the Associated Press. 

PEIPING, China, Jan. 4.—Mar- 
shal Chang Hsueh-liang, military 
ruler of North China, served no- 
tice on Japanese authorities today 
that he did not care ta deal with 
them concerning the Shanhaikwan 
incident. He requested that any 
further communications be ad- 
dressed to the Nationalist Govern- 
ment at Nanking. 

Chinese forces were thought to 
be preparing for another battle 
south of Shanhaikwan, from which 
city they retreated yesterday with 
the reported killing of 500 soldiers. 

That city, dominating northern 
land and sea gateways of China, 
was reported in ruins. Japanese 
finally won control after bitter 
street fighting in which many citi- 
zens were killed or wounded. 

In a letter to Gen. Kotaro Naka- 
mura, Japanese commander in 
North China, Marshal Chang re- 
fused to accept responsibility for 
the first clash between Japanese 
and Chinese troops at Shanhaikwan 
on Jan. 1. He blamed the Japa- 
nese. It was considered here that 
this removed the possibiilty of set- 
tling the Shanhaikwan affair lo- 
cally. 

Says Chang Was Warned. 

A Japanese legation spokesman, 
however, said e Japanese were 
ready to nidbhtate a compromise 
settlement with Marshal Chang if 
the Chinese commander also was 
willing. 

“Chang was warned of the pos- 
sible consequences as soon as the! 
incident was reported here, but 
turned a deaf ear to that warning, 
possibly because of a strong atti- 
tude adopted by his subordinate 
Generals, with whom he conferred 
the evening of Jan. 2,” the spokes- 
man said.

Definite Foreboding I Was Being Trained 
for More Important Position.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—“In all that 
I did, and still more in all that I 
suffered, I had a definite forebod- 
ing that I was being trained for a 
more important position.” 

It is Benito Mussolini speaking. 
his interlocutor being Emil Lud- 
wig. The Ludwig conversations, 
published in America under the 
title “Talks With Mussolini,” al- 
ready have run afoul of Mussolini 
in Italy. 


After Italian publication of the; 


book, and the sale of 20,000 copies, 
Mussolini ordered it withdrawn 
pending certain changes. The Unit- 
ed States edition is a translation of 
the unexpurgated Italian edition. 

“The masses are nothing but a 
herd of sheep,” the dictator con- 
tinues on another page, “so long as 
they are unorganized. I am in no 
wise antagonistic to them. All that 
I deny is that they are capable of 
ruling themselves. 

“But if you would lead them you 
must guide them by two reins, en- 
thusiasm and interest.”

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HOOVER SEEKS FUNDS 
FOR WORLD PARLEYS 


Wants President-Elect Roose- 
velt to Have Resources to 
Carry on Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Saying 
he wished President-elect Roosevelt 
to have funds available for Ameri- 
can participation in the interna- 
tional disarmament and economic 
parleys, President Hoover yester- 
day asked Congress for appropria- 
tions of $300,000 for these activities. 

Acting right after returning from 
a nine-day vacation, the President 
sent to Capitol Hill an estimate 
that a fund of $150,000 would be 
necessary to carry on the work of 
American delegates to the Geneva 
arms conference. 

At the same time, he dispatched a 
brief message recommending that 
a similar amount be appropriated 
for the expenses of American par- 
ticipation in the world economic 
conference, for which preliminary 
work is now in progress. 

No disposition to oppose the ap- 
propriations was evidenced in Con- 
gress. 

The text of the President's mes- 
sage to Congress was not made 
public at the White House. It was 
described as merely a routine docu- 
ment, but a former statement issued 
there said: 

“The purpose of these recom- 
mendations is to enable the arms 
conference to be carried forward 
together with preparatory work of 
the economic conference, but more 
particularly to provide President- 
elect Roosevelt with necessary re- 
sources to carry forward these ac- 
tivities.” 

The President’s action today was 
his first public step concerning 
either armaments, world economics 
or war debts—which he links close- 
ly—Since the break-off of his tele- 
graphic interchange with Roose- 
velt just before starting his South- 
ern vacation. 

In one of his messages to the 
Chief Executive, Roosevelt spoke 
of the present administration's dis- 
armament policy as “clear and sat- 
isfactory.”

Telis Visitors 1933 Will Bring 
Spiritual Revival. 
VATICAN CITY, Jan. 4—The 


certainty that the New Year will 


be better spiritually and economic- 
ally than the last as a result of the 
holy year was expressed today by 
Pope Pius in responding to greet- 
ings by the Roman patricians head- 
ed by Prince Colonna. 

“The holy year beginning. in 1933 
will bring a spiritual revival,” the 
pontiff said; “this will restore the 
world’s confidence and induce an 
economic revival, too.” 


TREND TO GREATER 
U.S. CONTROL OF 
BUSINESS SEEN 


President’s Survey Commit- 
tee Report Shows Greater 
Regulation of Banks and 
Utilities Is Coming.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4-—Exten- 
sion of Government control over 
banks and public utilities, and 
greater governmental influence in 
other fields, is a general trend fore- 
seen in the report of the President's 
committee on recent social trends, 
This conclusion is a major find- 
ing in the special report on eco- 
nomic organization by Dr. Leo Wol- 
man, economic professor at Colum- 
bia University, and Dr. Edwin F. 
Gay, professor of economic history 
at Harvard University. The special 
report is one of 29 chapters in the 
1500-page study of the President's 
committee. 

“While no elaborate development 
of Government functions may im- 
mediately grow out of the current 
discussion of economic planning or 
the bills in Congress providing for 
the establishment of economie 
councils, it is clear that public pre- 
occupation with the problems of 
industrial stability and financial 
safety and with the Government's 
part in achieving both is more gen- 
eral than before,” the economics 
report says.

“It seems probable that control 
over public utilities and banks will 
be extended and strengthened. And 
at every point in the contemporary 
scene the suggestion springs un- 
forced from the evidence that the 
future will almost certainly see a 
continuation of the existing strong 
movement toward the building of 
ifstitutions aiming to secure in- 
creased economic stability... . 

“Although it 4s true that private 
business has by no means demon- 
strated its capacity of stabilize in- 
dustry and, what is more impor- 
tant, to come to terms with the 
-publie as to standards of service 
and price, the fact remains that 
the goal of stability through consol- 
idation and agreement is now more 
widely accepted by business than 
ever before, and that it is destined 
to play a dominant role in affect- 
in gthe tr@§d and purposes of busi- 
ness organization in the next 
years.”

A Constructive Plan for Unemployment. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HESITATE to add another voice to 

the many clamoring to be heard at this 
time, but there is one important matter 
which, it seems to me, is being entirely 
neglected or forgotten by those whose 
business it is. This matter is a construc- 
tive program for the present unemploy- 
ment situation. Relief is being provided 
in St. Louis through the bond issue and 
voluntary contributions for the present 
situation, but there seems to be no plan 
or program under consideration to pro- 
vide for the future. . 

Let us consider for a‘moment what the 
situation will be a year from now. There 
will probably be as many, or if conditions 
improve in conformity to our wildest 
dreams, perhaps two-thirds as many out 
of work as is now the case. But funds 
available for contribution will probably 
_ be curtailed several times and, with the 
lower real estate values, it is doubtful 
whether another bond issue will be justi- 
fied. The situation, therefore, will prob- 
ably be much more critical in another 12 
months than it is at the present moment. 
What is needed, it seems very clear to 
me, is some constructive program that 
will provide for unemployment and, at 
the same time, be much less of a drain on 
the public purse than is the present 
scheme. Indeed, there should be in ex- 
istence machinery to take care of any 
unemployment, whether great or small. 

Having no experience of social matters, 
I myself am probably wholly incompetent 
to yisualize a practical plan. Neverthe- 
less, there is a relation that seems to me 
clear and fundamental. On the one hand, 
we have idle hands belonging to mouths 
that. have to be fed and, on the other 
hand, we have land in such excess that 
its value is now, I understand, about $15 
an acre in Missouri. Why not, therefore, 
bring these two factors together by colon- 
izing the unemployed on some plots of 
this excess land? A family can almost 
support itself on five acres of pretty good 
land—that statement I bdeve from inves- 
tigation is valid. An incident in point is 
the colony 
ployed from Tulsa, Ok., which was re- 
cently described in your paper. It should 
be a matter of no great difficulty to pro- 
vide the proper oversight which such a 
colony would require from social agen- 
cies, and I cannot see why the plan is not 
practical in every respect. 

If this assumption is correct, colonizing 
the unemployed on small plots would 
give the unemployed work, provide them 
with food and reduce the cash expendi- 
ture very considerably. But whether this 
plan is practical or not, it seems ‘quite 
‘clear that there must be some program 
which is more economical and generally 
satisfactory than the one now in force.

Apparently, 
the city gives this recommendation little 
or no consideration.

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The farmer has learned that agriculture as a whole 
derives no benefit from the tariff. The producers of 
sugar and wool and a few other products, it is true, 
collect higher prices from consumers by virtue of the 
protection which they enjoy. But those who sell cot- 
ton and wheat and corn and lard and all the other 
major crops which go into the export market know 
that the duties imposed on their products are utterly 
ineffective as a means of increasing their prices. 

The protective system collects from agriculture in 
excessive prices for industria] products more than 
10 times the amount which it affords to a relatively 
small number of farmers in a larger return for their 
crops. The great majority of farmers, as consumers, 
contribute to the subsidy which is enjoyed by this 
favored minority, The tariff on their own output is 
a gold brick. Not only does it fail to raise their 
prices; it depresses their prices by restricting the 
ability of foreign consumers to buy from them. 

It is their realisation of this situation which has 
led the agricultural interests to put forward a series 
of plans for the purpose of “making the tariff effec- 
tive.” The plans which have been proposed one 
and all aim to subsidise the farmer through the 
application of some new device which is utterly dif- 
ferent in nature from an import duty. The genera! 
favor in which the tariff has traditionally been held 
in industrial sections may make it politically expedi- 
ent for the farmer to talk about making his duties 
effective. But economically the phrase is nonsense. 
The first subsidy scheme advanced by agriculture 
was that which was contained in the McNary-Haugen 
bill, which was twice passed by Congress and twice 
killed by the veto of President Coolidge. It would 
have set up a Federal farm marketing board, which 
would have made contracts with exporters to buy 
here and sell abroad enough of each product to raise 
the domestic price above the world price by the 
amount of the existing tariff, 42 cents a bushel in the 
case of wheat. The board was to agree to pay ex- 
porters the sums which they should lose by selling 
abroad at less than the higher domestic price. The 
money to make up these losses was to come from 
an “equalization fee,” which was to be levied on the 
entire crop. Exportation of 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat would have entailed a loss of $84,000,000, to 
be collected through the equalization fee. But the 
increase of 42 cents a bushel in the price of his crop 
would have afforded the farmer an extra income of 
$336,000,000. And deduction of the $84,000,000 fee 
would still have left him $252,000,000 to the good. 
The proposal, of course, hit at the American con- 
sumer of bread. He would have been forced to pay 
an extra $252,000,000 a year in order to aid the 
wheat grower. It thus subsidized the foreign worker 
at the expense of the American worker. In addition 
to this, the plan had still further weaknesses. The 
higher price would have increased production and ex- 
portation and would have led inevitably to foreign 
retaliation. It would have tended, moreover, to de- 
crease domestic consumption and to increase the pro- 
portion of the crop exported. The income from do 
mestic sales would thus have declined as the equaliza- 
tion fee charge advanced, and the plan would have 
tended to become self-defeating. 

The rejection of the McNary-Haugen scheme led, 
in 1929, to the introduction of the “export debenture” 
proposal. This plan called for the payment to ex- 
porters of farm crops of negotiable instruments called 
export debentures. In the case of wheat, they were to 
be valued at one-half the tariff, or 21 cents per 
bushel. Exporters could sell these instruments to im- 


in Arkansas of the unem- porters, who could use them in paying duties on 


other goods. Exporters of wheat would accordingly 
bid 21 cents above the world price in buying wheat 
at home. This demand would increase the price of 
the whole crop by 21 cents per bushel, giving the 
farmer an added income of $168,000,000 on his output 
of 800,000,000 bushels, 

This scheme presented the same difficulties as did 
the equalization fee. It would have placed a burden 
of $126,000,000 on the American consumer. It would 
have reduced the Treasury's revenue from import du- 
ties by some $42,000,000, requiring the imposition of 
an additional $42,000,000 of taxes. This would have 
made the subsidy cost the public $168,000,000. 

Enactment of the debenture bill was forestalled by 
President Hoover, who insisted that “no Government 
agency should engage tn buying and selling and price- 
fixing of products.” He urged, in its stead, the cre- 
ation of a Federal Farm Board, which should have in- 
cidental authority to stabilize agricultural prices. His 
plan prevailed; the Farm Board was created. It set 
out immediately to “engage in buying and selling and 
price-fixing of products.” The board was given $500,- 
000,000 of public money to play with. It gambled 
recklessly in the wheat and cotton markets, and it 
lost heavily; $154,000,000 in wheat and $85,051,477 in 
cotton, according to its latest report. Its remaining 
assets total only $140,000,000. Its operations have 
placed a heavy burden on the American taxpayer. 
They failed to check over-production. They failed to 
stem the tide of declining farm prices. They were 
as subversive of sound economics as the debenture 
and the equalization fee; as costly and less effective. 

One might have supposed that this disastrous ex- 
perience would have made our people wary of subsidy 
schemes. But it is obvious that the end is not yet 


Another Scheme to Subsidize the Farmer 


in sight. The latest device to gain favor is the so 
called “domestic allotment,” or “voluntary allotment” 
plan. This plan was first suggested by the late Dr, 
Walter J. Spillman of the Department of Agriculture. 
It has been developed principally by Prof. John D. 
Black of Harvard University and Prof. N. L. Wilson 
of Montana State College. A committee, which in- 
cluded in its membership Prof. Wilson, Henry Wal- 
lace of Wallace’s Farmer, Heury I. Harriman, presi- 
dent of the United States Chamber of Commerce, and 
a number of other business men, embodied the project 
in a bill which was introduced late in the last session 
of Congress. During the past month the project has 
been written into a bill which bears the name of 
Congressman Marvin Jones and which hag just been 
approved by the House Agricultural Committee by a 
14-to-8 vote. It bears the indorsement of the Nation- 
al Grange, the Farm Bureau Federation, the National 
Farmers’ Union and 33 other farm organisations, and 
apperently meets with the approval of President-elect 
Roosevelt. 

The plan would require the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to fix a production quota for each state. Each 
state would have a committee which would, in turn, 
fix production quotas for each of its counties. In 
each county there would be set up a committee which 


be based upon the farmer’s average-acreage for the 
past five years and might require a cut of as much 
as 20 per cent in output. The Government would 
then make a contract with each farmer, who would 
voluntarily agree to keep his production within his 
quota. In return for this promise, it would give him 
allotment certificates equal to the amount of his 
quota. These certificates would entitle him to collect 
from the Government 42 cents a bushel for his wheat, 
5 cents per pound for his cotton, 4 cents per pound 
for his tobacco and 2 cents per pound for his hogs. 
Funds for the redemption of these certificates would 


manufacturers. or distributers of the products in- 
cluded in the plan. The Government would thus raise 
$252,000,000 by a 42-cent tax on the millers of the 
600,000,000 bushels of wheat consumed in the domes- 
tic market. After it had deducted some $22,000,000 
for the costs of administration, there would still be 
$23,000,000 available for distribution to the farmers 
for their allotment certificates. 

In many respects, this device is superior to the 
earlier ones. It provides a mechanism which would 
limit output. It is thus likely to prove more effec- 
tive than the equalization fee, the export debenture 
or the stabilization operations of the Farm Board. 
It affords no bounty on exports. It would not, there- 
fore, induce foreign objection. or retaliation. The tax 
would apply only to the portion of the crop whichs 
was consumed at home. The plan, moreover, makes 
no draft on the Federal Treasury. It provides for its 
own financing. But, though all this be true, the final 
judgment on the project must be adverse. 

The domestic allotment scheme presents incalcu- 
lable difficulties of administration. How would allot- 
ments be fixed? Would tNey be revised periodically? 
If so, on what basis? Would farmers not now pro 
ducing a certain product be forever denied admission 
to allotment? If production fell short of allotment, 
would not the farmer receive a subsidy on goods 
which he did not even produce? Or would producers 
keep up production in order to maintain the size of 
their allotments? If the plan succeeds in increasing 
prices, what is to prevent production in excess of al- 
lotment? May not reports be falsified, products boot- 
legged? The project would impose a vast bureaucracy 
upon the farming community. It would entail an 
enormous administrative expense. . 

But its greatest evil lies in the burden which it, 
like the other devices suggested and attempted, would 
impose on the consumer. The 42-cent tax on the 
miller of wheat would be passed on to the consumer 
of bread in a food tax which would amount, on 
600,000,000 bushels, to $252,000,000. Extended to other 
commodities, it would saddle upon the urban con- 
sumer a farmers’ bonus which would total between 
one and three billion dollars annually. This levy sur- 
passes that which would have been made by the de 
benture plan. It would increase the cost of living 
and lower real wages in America. 

We are fully aware of the seriousness of the agri- 
cultural situation. We believe that the present 
emergency calis for immediate and vigorous action. 
Foreclosures should be prevented. The burden of 
farm mortgage debt should be reduced through re- 
financing operations. The cost of local government 
should be reduced by the elimination of obsolete gov- 
ernmental units through consolidation. The burden 
of state and loca] taxes should be reduced by reliev- 
ing real estate of its disproportionately heavy share 
of the tax load. State and Federal governments 
should cut farm output by purchasing marginal lands 
and removing them from cultivation. The prices 
which the farmer pays for the goods he buys should 
be reduced by lowering industrial tariffs. His for- 
eign markets should be restored to him by adjusting 
the war debts and lowering tariff barriers. These 
measures would help agriculture without harming 
the rest of the country. We believe that the farmer 
should fight for them instead of attempting to saddle 


SURE-FIRE MARKET PREDICTIONS. 


The expert market forecasters were a sick-looking 
lot when Alfred Cowles III of Colorado Springs got 
through telling the American Statistical Association 
about them the other day. Mr. Cowles for four years 
has kept tab on the men who keep tab on the mar- 
ket, and has found that the best forecaster was correct 
only one-fifth of the time. The worst one was so 
sunken in error that his score, by some process 
known only to the statisticians, came out below zero, 
namely, —6.1 per cent. Mr. Cowles urged that those 
in doubt about their market operations draw cards 
to determine their course rather than depending on 
the alleged prophets. 

We disagree. Drawing cards or flipping coins would 
be to adopt superstition and the diviner’s bogus art 
in a field where mathematical accuracy and statis- 
tical study should be the guide. Also, it would put 
the prophets out of business, throw their assistant 
wizards into the army of unemployed, curtail the 
printers’ output and reduce postal and telegraph rew 
enues. The course we should recommend for those 
who can’t resist the market is to subscribe to a 
prophet’s advisory service, and then to act exactly 
contrary to his advice—sell when he says to hold on, 
buy when he says to sell, and s@ on. In this way, the 
prognosticator who was right 20 per cent of the time 
would become 80 per cent correct, and the horrible

If Mr. Cowles is correct about 
how incorrect the experts are, then this is a sure get- 
rich-quick recipe.

Mr. Roosevelt’s task is more difficult than 
that of any of his predecessors in this gen- 
eration because he is in a sense subject to a 
time table. He cannot afford to organize 
slowly and feel his way to the formulation 
of policies. There are certain matters which 
will not wait. They must be done _ before 
raid-summer, at the latest.

A program of relief must be put into ef- 
fect this spring, if the agricultural regions 
are to obtain any benefits in the next crop 
season. The budget must be put in order by 
June, if the new administration is to avoid 
wallowing in a deficit next winter.

However, the burden of saying “No” 
amiably is not the hardest part of a Presi- 
dent-elect’s life.

Unless 
he can find such men, he is lost. The office 
is altogether too great to be administered 
except through reliance upon the initiative 
and judgment of others. How to find those 
others, taking account of factional and sec- 
tional political considerations, is perhaps 
the most anxious duty of a President. 

Up to the time he actually assumes the 
office, the successful presidential candidate 
is surrounded by his personal followers, by 
the men who gave support and effort and 
money to electing him. When he comes to 
choose his Cabinet and make the pivotal 
appointments and seek advisers, the pres- 
sure of these old loyalties is a very acute 
and trying thing. It is inevitable that he 
must disappoint old friends, must rely on 
them less exclusively, and must, except to 
the most disinterested among them, seem 
an ingrate. Even when they nurse no secret 
ambition for an exalted office, there is an 
inevitable dilution of their influence which 
only the most objective among them can 
understand without resentment. Uncon- 
sciously, nfen feel they have established, in 
the candidate, a vested interest which must 
not be disturbed.

English Laureate in New York 
Tells How Chance Shaped 
His Life... 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—If condi- 
tions in a certain American rug 
factory hadn’t been “unpleasant,” 
John Masefield might today be a 
New York physician instead of poet 
laureate of England. 

Masefield at the home of Mrs. 
Thomas W. Lamont told of the two 
years he spent as a factory hand 
and saloon employe in this country. 
He and Mrs. Masefield had just 
arrived from England. The poet— 
tall, slightly stooped, with ¢ron 
gray hair, a black suit and a black 


Windsor tie—was eager to answer 
questions. 

He told how as a boy of 17 he 
came to America and worked in a 
Greenwich. Village saloon for $10 a 
month and board; how a friend of 
the bartender (whom he hopes to 
see this week), got him a job in a 
Yonkers (N. Y¥.) rug factory at 
$1.05 a day, and how after nearly 
two years he was getting $850 a 
week. 

Wanted to Be a Doctor. 

“Until then I had had only one 
great ambition,” Masefield con- 
tinued, still in his hurried, serious 
manner, “and that was to get a 
sword and cut off my nurse’s head. 
But while working in the factory 
I decided I would become a doctor. 
I grew interested in the part flies 
play in carrying disease. I read a 
lot about sleeping sickness. If con- 
ditions in that factory had not been 
unpleasant, I would undoubtedly 
have become an American citizen 
and eventually work my way 
through a New York hospital. 

“But I couldn’t stand my sur- 
roundings, and so I fled back to 
England. Just before I started I 
came across a book of Chaucer’s 
poems, and that led to my becom- 
ing a poet.” 

Even while in the Yonkers fac- 
tory, Masefield wrote “great 
mounds” of light verse—“yes, very, 
very light.” It has never been pub- 
lished. se 

Among the random remarks the 
poet made were these: 

“Russia is in too great a state of 
upheaval to produce fine art of any 
kind.” 

“People have lost the art of lis- 
tening. Nowadays poets can’t re- 
cite to vast masses of people. A 
poet lives too remote from his aud- 
ience. He thinks he’s not wanted. 
He takes to gin, then to opium, 
and then he dies.” 

Poets of the Past. 

“A Homeric poet had to interest 
his audience, or else they left and 
went to a dog fight. If an Eliza- 
bethan poet failed to capture at- 
tention, his hearers walked out and 
went to a public execution. 

“There will always be geniuses 
starving in attics. The world does 
its best to break the heart of a 
genius and, if it can, then there's 
no need to break his head. 

“T have not used tobacco or alco- 
holic stimulants for 25 years. I 
work better without them. All 
great poets are temperate. Shelly, 
lived on bread, water and raisins. 
Milton drank only water. Keats 
drank for the taste of liquor, not 
the exhilaration. 

“Poetry gives a gread deal of 
pleasure in this vale of tears, espe- 
cially in troublous times like 
these, and that’s something. When 
you’re depressed it cheers you, 


when you're bored it gives you an. 


interest. 

“When the world gets out of this 
depression, there will be such a joy 
that a new great poetry will spring 
up—the birds singing at the dawn 
of a new era.”

ells of an old clergyman in 

a New England mill town 
who used, once a year, to 
preach a sermon about the 
stars. One year, when the ser- 
mon Was too technical for ter- 
restrial wit and too long for 
human patience, his curate pro- 
tested. “Here in this town,” 
said the young man, “where we 
are busy making and selling 
cloth, I cannot see the value of 
a sermon on astronomy.” 


The old preacher smilec and 
replied, “My dear boy, of course 
it is of no use at all, but it 
greatly enlarges my idea of 
God.” From that day to this 
the curate has realized that an 
enlarged idea of God is neces- 
sary not only in religion, but 
also in the long run that men 
cannot make good cloth, or sell 
it honestly, without such ideas. 


For the same reason, no 
doubt, the poet Chaucer recom- 
mended hig Doctor of Physic as 
the best in the world, “for he 
was well grounded in astron- 
omy.” 

But what have the stars to 
do with writing sermons or 
making and prescribing pills? 
Much, very much. The point 
is that if a man knows his own 
subject, or his own work, and 
nothing else, he does not really 
know the one thing he is doing.

The cause or causes of gastric ul- 
cers still remain largely undefined. 
The so-called wilcer constitution, 
however, is a more prominent fea- 
ture among children than it is 
among adults. 


It has been observed for many 
years that gastric ulcers are more 
likely to develop in individuals of 
the long and lanky type than in 
those that are short and stocky. 


In the adult, in addition to con- 
stitution, we know that infections, 
over-indulgence in alcohol and to- 
bacco, overwork and nervous ten- 
sion are factors contributing to the 
development of ulcers. These, how- 
ever, can be of but little signifi- 
cance in children. 


Children afflicted with gastric ul- 
cers are usually of a frail, slender 
and poorly nourished constitution. 
They suffer periodic and recurring 
gastric disturbances. They com- 
plain of severe pain in the abdomi- 
nal region and suffer frequent at- 
tacks of vomiting, together with ob- 
stinate constipation. 


The condition may be both acute 
and chronic. Some of the reported 
cases of gastric ulcer in children 
lasted from two months to 10 years. 


At times gastric ulcers in chil- 
dren may perforate, that is, break 
through the walls of the gastro-in- 
testinal tract, and give rise to peri- 
tonitis, a serious inflammation of 
the lining membrane of the abdomi- 
nal cavity. 

The treatment for gastric ulcer in 
children is similar to that given to 
adults. Depending*upon the sever- 
ity of the case, the extent.and loca- 
tion of the ulcer, which may be de- 
termined by X-ray examination, 
medical and surgical treatment 
may be applied,

25 years ago, when I actually aid 
bring up my daughter. 

First of all 1 should decide wrat 
were the most necessary qualities 
for young people to develop and 
then I should try to cultivate those 
qualities in every possible way. I! 
think these days require courage, 
physical and moral; I think they 
require confidence in one’s self and 
they require the ability to exercise 
judgment and decide things with- 
out the assistance of older people at 
a much more youthful age than in 
any past generation. 

In order to develop courage I 
would try never to frighten <«y 
children. Certain children have 
greater sensitiveness to certain 
things and, therefore, develop an- 
tipathies towards those things. I 
would not try to force them at a 
very youthful age to subject them- 
selves to the things which they 1”- 
stinctively dislike, but I would try 
gradually to get them over their 
antipathies. I would begin ex- 
tremely young to let the chilcren 
learn as much as possible from 
experience. I would require obedti- 
ence, but I would try to show them 
that they obeyed because their e«- 
perience had taught them, on t*e 
whole, that what I wanted was 
wise. If I did not want them to 
touch the fire it was because it 
burned and, if possible, I would ‘et 
them have the experience, after I 
had explained tc them what would 
happen, and try to build up in therm 
a willingness to obey because fror 
experience they had learned to 
trust my judgment. 

The old arbitrary idea of obedi- 
ence purely because it was due an 
older person from a younger one 
has very little place in the world 
today. Discipline imposed from the 
outside is of little value any more. 
The important thing is for yourg 
people to be able to discipline theni- 
selves and, therefore, though it 
takes infinitely more patience, we 
should give up the time to trying to 
make our young people see things 
for themselves and decide for them- 
selves. 

We should even sometimes let 
them make what we consider mis- 
takes because, try as we will, we 
cannot keep them as near to us and 
as much under our wing as did the 
former generations. Their only 
safeguard will be the ability to 
know what is right and wrong and 
be able to make themselves do what 
is right. 

Years ago'a wise old woman said 
to me: “Never be afraid of doing 
unconventional things but never do 
anything you are really ashamed 
of.” 

I would pass that on to every 
daughter of the present age. The 
conventions are fewer than they 
were in my youth and they play far 
less part in the life of a girl today, 
but it still holds good that whatever 


you do you must never do anything 
which you would be ashamed to 
say you had done.

A very well known man once said 
that he had learned a great deal 
about human nature by observing 
his menagerie. Quite aside from the 
companionship, which is often a 
great comfort, it will teach young 
people much about human nature 
and the sooner they learn the bet- 
ter for them. 

Riding and swimming and walk- 
ing are all things which every girl 
should do and do well. While she is 
young she should sleep enough and 
eat enough and exercise enough to 
feel her body fit and to have a dé- 
sire to get up in the morning anda 
do her job, whatever that job may 
be, with real energy. 

I cannot bear to see a girl looking 
pale and languid at the age when 
one should have the joy of a 
healthy mind in a healthy body.

When I was young, or even, wiien 
my daughter was growing up, this 
was something which the older peo- 
ple would never have had to con- 
sider, for I never was allowed to go 
out alone with a young man. 

Even my daughter had a maid 
who waited for her at the parties 
that she went to in the evening 
and brought her home no matter 
how many people were with her. 
In many, many households the 
father or the mother called for 
their chilldren or sat up for them 
to be sure that they were safely 
home. 

But today a girl may go out 
with any young man that she 
knows—quite regardless of whether 
her parents know him—and her 
parents must be able to trust her 
judgment. It is foolish to think 
that her judgment can be trusted 
unless they began to form it when 
she was very young. 

Sometimes people think there is 
danger in being too critical and in 
letting young people hear one ana- 
lyze people of another generation 
but I do not believe that is so. I 
think it is valuable to look at peo- 
ple with all their faults and fail- 
ings and see the good and the bad 
clearly and know what they are 
and what they may be. 

The greater freedom which is now 
the custom amongst young people 
places a girl frequently in positions 
where she must be a woman of the 
world if only to carry a situation 
through and have it develop the 
way she intends that it shall de- 
velop. 

Outwardly there is probably very 
“ig difference in what-I should do 
if I were bringing up another girl 
today but I would try hard to re 
member that in these days it is well 
to be your daughter’s mother for 
the first 15 years of her life and 
then it is well, if possible, to be her 
friend, and if you remain her friend 
the rest of her life you may count 
yourself a successful and much 
blest parent. 


ND so in summing up I think I 

would say that I really would 

not bring up a daughter today 
at all—I would let her grow in as 
sympathetic and understanding an 
atmosphere as possible and I would 
encourage her to develop, having 
always in mind that her life was 
her own to lead and she must be 
helped to lead it satisfactorily by 
being given the best tools that her 
natural faculties would allow her 
to develop. 

Education should have as its aim 
and object exactly the same ends 
that I have outlined for the home 
and, as far as possible, the interests 
of home and school should be co- 
ordinated, for neither agency can 
do a really suceessful piece of work 
for the youth of the day without 
the help of the other. 

And now I suppose most girls 
will be feeling that they are glad 
they do not have to fall under my 
rather difficult regime, but those 
who are really worthwhile want to 
have courage; want to have self- 
reliance and discrimination, and it 
is on those that we depend for the 
future of the race.

Please tell me what is consid- 
ered a-standard English word. 
Are such words as aes, ait, nyo, 
lat and sal considered standard 
English words? N. P. 

It all depends upon what you 
you mean by “standard English 
word.” The English language of 
today is a hodge podge of almost 
every ancient and modern tongue. 
Some words, commonly used and 
regarded as English, are only so by 
adoption. Aes is pure Latin, refer- 
ring to money; ait is ancient Anglo- 
Saxon and therefore about as “En- 
glish” azs any word used today; hyo 
is not by itself a word at all, but 
a form to combine with another 
word, lat is provincial English and 
sal again is pure Latin. These 
words will be found in most un- 
abridged English dictionaries be- 
cause they are to be encountered in 
one’s reading, and not solely be 
cause they are English. 

I am in a retail business and 
would like to know how much 
would I receive if my creditors 
closed in on me? In what way 
would I profit more, by going vol- 
untarily or involuntarily _ into 
‘bankruptcy? H. 

There is no “profit” in bank- 
ruptcy, either voluntary or involun- 
tary. A man must be just to his 
creditors before he can be generous 
with himself. Assuming that you 
are in business as an individual 
and not as a corporation, there 
would be very little difference as 
to result between voluntary and in- 
voluntary bankruptcy—that is, all 
assets, personal as well as business, 
except for certain exemptions, must 
be applied to obligations. The only 
substantial advantage in voluntary 
bankruptcy is the choice of time: 
in voluntary bankruptcy you 
choose the time to act, otherwise 
your creditors choose the time. 
Often this is important. Partner- 
ship bankruptcy and corporation 
bankruptcy are more complicated 
than simple personal bankruptcy. 
Only a competent lawyer who has 
studied your particular case can 
advise you. 

If one is born and raised in 
Missouri and is absent from the 
State for more than a year on 
business, pleasure or duty, does 
he cease to become a citizen of 
Missouri if he has not voted in 
another State in the meantime? 
What is a Missourian? In what 
congressional district is Twenty- 
third and Palm? J. B. 

If you were a citizen of Missouri 
when you left the State, mere ab- 
sence for whatever purpose and 
however long does not deprive you 
af citizenship, but if you estab- 
lished a legal residence in another 
state, for voting purposes or any- 
thing else, then you become a citi- 
zen of that other state and lose 
your Missouri citizenship. Legal 
residence is mainly a matter of 
the individual's intention, regard- 
less of where he may live. The 
United States Constitution, Article 
(amendment) XIV, says: “All per- 
sons born or naturalized in the 
United States, and subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof, are citizens’ of 
the United States and of the state 
wherein they reside.” This does 
not mean that- state citizenship 
necessarily shifts from state to 
state as one moves about. * * * 
There are no congressional dis- 
tricts in Missouri since the failure 
of the State redistricting act and 
there will be none until a redis- 
tricting act is passed. All of the 
Missouri Congressmen were elect- 


ed at large in November.
